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NEW ATOM BOMB 
1000 TIMES MOKt 
POWERFUL THAN 
ONE AT HIROSHIMA 


San Francisco Industrial- 
ist Quotes MacArthur 
—Dr, Compton and Dr. 
Urey Speak at Defense 
Conference. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 26 (AP) 
-Charies E. Moére, San Fran- 
cisco industrialist, said yesterday 
Gen. MacArthur had told him tin 
Tokyo that Amertca was equipped 
with atomic bombs equivalent to 
20 million tons of TNT or a 
thousand times more powerful 
than the one dropped on, Hiro- 


shima. 

Moore, in a talk before the 
Commonwealth Club yesterday, re- 
lated his conversation with Gen. 
MacArthur in the General's Tokyo 
headquarters as follows: 

“The General said warfare is no 
longer warfare—it is a question 
of civilization. This is. what he 
said with no restrictions as to 
secrecy: 

“*The finest explosive in the 
world is our TNT. But’ that 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
was equal to 20,000 tons of TNT. 
It is already obsolete. We are 
now ready with one that is 
equal to 20 million tons of 
ama” 


Moore said that when he visited 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, where 
the two atom bombs were dropped, 
he found all wood, metal and 
giass had disappeared, but that 
the concrete works and _ stone 
bridges still stood. The bomb 
dropped at Nagasaki was of a dif- 
ferent and more powerful type 
than the one which devastated 
Hiroshima. 


DR. COMPTON FOR 
WORLD POLICE UNIT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
Dr. Harold C. Urey, famous scien- 
tist, asserted today the atomic 
bomb has brought the world ab- 
ruptly to a choice between taking 
the road toward international 
government or moving toward 
domination by some one nation. 


In a speech prepared for the 
20th annual Women’s Patriotic 
Conference on National Defense, 
he said the so-called peace-loving 
mations occupying Germany and 
Japan are the countries to be 
feared. 


“The difficulties in the future 
will arise between them,” Dr. 
Urey said. “Particularly, we must 
fear a division of the world into 
two groups, a Russian group and 
an American or Anglo-American 
group.” 

But he said he did not believe 
the United States would want to 
consider occupying Russia, or that 
Russia would consider occupying 
this country. 

Compton Speaks, 

Another scientist, Dr. Arthur H. 
Compton, chancellor of Washing- 
ton University at St. Louis, told a 
forum conducted by the Washing- 
ton chapter of the American Vet- 
erans Committee: 


“We must work toward placing 
all major war-making power, in- 
cluding in particular the use of 
atomic weapons, in the hands of 
a world organization that will 
Serve as police to prevent wars 
between nations.” 

Because it will take time to 
create and make such an organ- 
ization effective, Compton said, 
America should continue produc-

Killed by Bullet 


LARRY TUCKER 


PISTOL DISCHARGED, 
BOY KILLED AT PLAY 


Brother, 8, Says Revolver 
Was on Shelf—Parents on 
Shopping Trip. 


Larry Tucker, 5-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Austin M. Tucker, 
6216A Suburban avenue, Wellston, 
was killed yesterday by a bullet 
from a .32 caliber revolver. 

The father said that he and his 
wife had left the boy at home 
with his brother, James, 8, while 
they went shopping. They de- 
parted shortly before noon. Larry 
was shot at about 1:30 p.m., and 
died an hour later at St. Louis 
County Hospital. He was shot in 
the neck. 

James told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the revolver, belonging to 
his father, was discharged as it 
was lying on a cabinet shelf near- 
ly six feet above the floor of a 
back bedroom where the boys 
were playing. The revolver was 
still on the shelf when deputy 
sheriffs arrived. One cartridge 
had been discharged. 

James said his younger brother 
was shot as he was reaching in a 
clothes hamper for a sailor cap. 
James said he was close to the 
hamper at the time. 

After the shooting James ran 
downstairs to a flat occupied by 
C. O. Howell, who returned with 
him to the Tucker flat and found 
the wounded boy lying on the bed. 

Larry was a pupil at Spencer 
School in Wellston, where James 
also attended classes. Their father 
is a carpenter. There are no other 
children in the family.

ARMY JET PLANE 


CROSSES U.S.,2470 
MILES IN 4 HOURS 
AND 13 MINUTES 


Speed of 584 Miles an 
Hour—74 Minutes Cut 
From Record — Two 
Other Planes Also 
Break Old Mark.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (AP) 
The transcontinental flight record 
was broken today by three Army 
jet-propelled planes, which flew 
from Long Beach, Calif., to La- 
Guardia Field at speeds approach- 
ing that of sound. 

All three planes were Lockheed 
P-80 pursuit ships. The one piloted 
by Col. William H. Councill, a 
flight test official from Wright 
Field, O., flew non-stop and cov- 
ered the 2470-mile distance in four 
hours, 13 minutes and 26 seconds 
—584.82 miles an hour. Two others 
stopped at Topeka, Kan., for re- 
fueling. 

Col. Councill figured his top 
speed during the flight at 660 

s an hour, which he calculated 
to be about 30 miles less than the 
speed of sound at the high levels 
he flew. 

The previous transcontinental 
flight record, 2464 miles from Bur- 
bank, Calif., to Floyd Bennett 
Field, Brooklyn, in five hours and 
27 minutes, was established last 
Dec. 11 with a Boeing B-29 Super- 
fortress. 

Missourian Also Breaks Record. 

Even the two pilots who stopped 
for fuel at Topeka today beat the 
old record by comfortable mar- 
gins. Capt. Martin C. Smith of 
Kidder, Mo., another Army test 
pilot from Wright Field, covered 
the distance in four hours, 33 min- 
utes and 25 seconds. Capt. John 
S. Babel, a fighter pilot of the 
412th Jet-Propelled Fighter Group 
at March Field, Riverside, Calif,, 
made it in four hours, 23 minutes 
and 54 seconds. 


Capt. Babel, who stopped four 
minutes at Topeka, made an aver- 
age speed of 561 miles an hour. 
Capt. Smith stopped six minutes 
at Topeka and averaged 540 miles 
an hour. 

Most of the time the planes 
flew at altitudes of 35,000 feet to 
41,000 feet.

London Delegation Goes 
Ahead With Complaint

LONDON, Jan. 26 (AP)—Iran’s 
delegation to the United Nations 
Assembly asserted in a new note 
to the Security Council tonight 
that Soviet interference in Iran's 
affairs “can be fully proved.” 

The new note, dated Jan. 26, was 
disclosed shortly after Premier 
Ahmed Qavam Es Saltaneh, a 
long-time friend of Russia, became 
the new premier of Iran. Ahmed 
Qavam announced he would seek 


direct negotiations with Russia on 
the dispute with the Soviet Union, 
giving rise to speculation that his 
government might withdraw or de- 
fer action on the complaint put 
before the Security Council. 

The new 2000-word note, it was 
understood, was delivered to the 
council by the Iranian delegation 
on its own initiative, in reply to a 
Russian letter yesterday. The 
Soviet letter opposed Security 
Council consideration of Iran’s 
complaint, on ground that the 
Soviet position in Iran was legal 
and justifiable under Soviet-Iran- 
jan treaty. The letter proposed 
direct negotiation of the dispute 
by Russia and Iran. 

An Iranian spokesman said his 
delegation had not yet oe 
any new instructions from Teh- 
ran, but it was reported such in- 
structions might be sent, possibly 
over the week end. The Security 
Council is slated to discuss the 
Iranian, Greek and Indonesian 
questions Ménday. 

‘Breach of Treaty.’ 
Today's Iranian note declared: 
“The refusal of the Soviet gov- 

ernment to allow passage of Iran- 
ian security forces through part 
o. Iranian territory is clearly a 
breach of the tripartite treaty of 
alliance of 1942, and the declara- 
tion of Tehran, by which the 
Allied powers undertook to respect 
the territorial integrity, sover- 
eignty and political independence 
of Iran.” 

The Iranians said the Soviet 
delegation had mistranslated or 
misquoted the Iranian note of 
Dec. 1 so that “the sense has 
been so altered it is exactly the 
opposite of what was said in the 
note.” The Iranians said Russia 
quoted Tehran as denying Soviet 
interference, while the opposite 
was the truth. 

The new note called attention 
to American and British repre- 
sentations to Russia over the sit- 
uation in Azerbaijan province. 

Ahmed Quavam was chosen by 
the Iranian Parliament, 52 to 51, 
to succeed Ibraham Hakimi. His

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MORE VETERANS IN COLLEGES: 
THAN EXPECTED, SURVEY SAYS 


Enrollment Higher in 72 Pct. of 
Schools Reporting; Housing Is 
Major Problem. 
NORMAL, Ill, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
Veterans’ enrollment in colleges 
and universities this year is larger 
than was expected in 72 per cent 
of the educational institutions sur- 
veyed by the American College 

Publicity Association. 

The survey, conducted by Mrs. 
Gertrude M. Hall, editor of the as- 
sociation’s monthly magazine, 
added that housing was the major 
problem. 

Nineteen per cent of the insti- 
tutions queried replied that the 
percentage of veterans enrolled 
was about equal to that expected; 
nine per cent said they had fewer 
than anticipated, and 72 per cent 
had more. In 79 co-educational 
schools reporting, the average 
percentage of veterans to total 
male enrollment was 34, while in 
19 men’s colleges the percentage 
was 35. Veteran enrollment in 82 
co-educational schools averaged 12 
per cent of enrollment.

Necessary preparatory work was 
begun yesterday and will continue 
tomorrow, with near-capacity op- 
erations starting probably on 
Tuesday. There are normally 
1600 AFL processing workers at 
Swift & Co. and 1700 CIO workers 
at the Armour plant. Armour & 
Co.’s St. Louis plant, where about 


100 AFL members were on strike, | 


also resumed operations. 
CIO Men Vote to Return. 

AFL union members received 
orders on Friday to return to 
work when the Government oper- 
ation order became effective at 
Swift & Co. yesterday. Members 
of CIO Local No. 42 voted at a 
mass meeting yesterday morning 
to return to their jobs at the 
Armour plant in advance of a na- 
tional union order to return. CIO 
leaders, meeting Friday at Chi- 
cago, announced that their mem- 
bers would not go to work, but 
yesterday issued an order to re- 
turn, although asserting that the 
strike, which began Jan. 16, is still 
technically in effect. 

Company managers are in charge 
of the plants as officially ap- 
pointed representatives of Gayle 
G. Armstrong, director of opera- 
tions for the Department of Agri- 
culture. American flags, flown 
from the plants daily, assume new 
significance, indicating that the 
Government was in charge. 

Following the CIO vote yester- 
day morning Jerome Scaglione, 
president of Local 42, said: “We 
will not oppose the Government, 
and will continue to work as long 
as it is in charge of the plants. 
If the fact-finders do not provide 
substantial wage increases, we 
will walk out when the Govern- 
ment walks out.” Radio broad- 
casts appealed to workers to re- 
turn to their jobs. 

Picket Lines Withdrawn. 


AFL and CIO picket lines were 
withdrawn at the Independent 
Packing Co., 3815 Chouteau ave- 
mue, and workers returned to 
their jobs yesterday. Both unions 
are seeking to organize the 1600 
employes, some of whom are mem- 
bers of an independent union. 

Independent Packing, owned by 
Swift & Co. was not directly in- 
volved in the national] strike in 
support of wage demands, and H. 
E. Madsen, manager, said he had 
received no official notification 
of Government seizure. Union offi- 
cers said workers were instructed 
to return to work and that pe- 
titions for representative elections 
would be filed with the National 
Labor Relations Board by both 
the AFL and CIO. 

Under Government operation, 
packing house employes will re- 
ceive present wage scales, until 
Government fact - finders de- 
termine otherwise. Other terms 
and conditions of employment are 
to remain unchanged and union 
contracts continue in effect. 

With the resumption 
processing, the Producers’ Live- 
stock Commission Association ad- 
vised its members that there will 
probably be an outlet for a mod- 
erately large volume of meat ani- 
mals, but cautioned against bring- 
ing too much stock to market at 
one time.

The people of the United States 
are confronted with an attack on 
their lives, liberties and happiness 
by big business \organized in a

The United Packing House 
Workers of America stated their 
attitude with reference to that 
question in the statement issued 
yesterday. Since the issuance of 
that statement we have received 
from the Secretary of Agriculture, 
in a telegram sent from Washing- 
ton at 8:24 p.m. Friday, assur- 
ances which we understand to be 
a commitment on the part of a 
member of the President’s Cabinet 
of the United States that he will 
use his high office to insure justice 
and equity for the packing house 
workers, 

He has assured us that he will 
take the necessary steps to make 
effective the report of the fact- 
finding panel. 

The packing house workers re- 
gard these assurances from the 
Government of the United States 
as a recognition that workers are 
entitled, at least, to equality of 
treatment with big business. It is 
/regrettable that the Government 
saw fit to take the seizure ac- 
‘tion, and in that connection we 
‘are in complete agreement with 
William Wright, president of the

MORE THAN HALF OF WORLD'S 
SHIPS NOW IN U.S, FLEET 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
The United Siates merchant fleet 
came out of the war, an official 
tabulation showed today, with 
more than half the ships and 
nearly two-thirds the gross ton- 
nage among all non-Axis nations. 
The United States Maritime 
Commission counted 5529 ships of 
1600 gross tons or more as of last 
September. Their total tonnage 
was 40,080,002. 

That was four times as many 
vessels and five times as much 
tonnage as. the United States had 
in 1939. The commission omitted 
ships on the Great Lakes and 
inland waterways. 

For the 25 non-Axis countries 
having merchant fleets at the 
war’s close, the commission listed 
10,175 ships of 65,859,204 gross 
tons. Britain ranked second to 
the United States with 2347 ships 
of 14,842,805" tons. Next in line 
were Norway and the Netherlands.

Worn-Out Furniture at. 


Exorbitant Prices 
Get Housing. 


Veterans and others seeking 
apartments and homes to rent in 
St. Louis have reported that some 
landlords are requiring prospec- 
tive renters to buy old, worn-out 
furniture at exorbitant prices as 
a condition on which leases are 
signed, the Post-Dispatch learned 
yesterday. 

Disclosure of the illegal practice 
followed -publication in the Post- 
Dispatch of a news story citing six 
Want ads as indicative of the 
plight of home-hunters in the cur- 
rent housing shortage. One of the 
six advertisers, whose humorous 
and pathetic appeals for homes 
told of postponed weddings and 
inability of veterans to reunite 
their families under one roof after 
long periods of separation, said he 
encountered one instance of dis- 
crimination against veterans. 


All of the advertisers reported 
their appeals for homes had 
brought at least one telephone call, 
often anonymous, for persons of- 
fering “a purchase proposition for 
ex-G.Is with mustering out pay.” 
This was the furniture deal. 

Paul Lorms, formerly a Navy 
pilot and veteran of Pacific fight- 
ing, whose advertisement said he 
had a business opportunity in St. 
Louis and wanted to reunite his 
family here under one roof, re- 
ported receiving 19 telephone calls. 
Most of them, he said, were from 
persons not in the apartment rent- 
ing business, but offering sym- 
pathy. 

Four of the calls, however, were 
from persons who were willing to. 
rent apartments or houses on the 
condition that Lorms buy the fur- 
niture that was in them. 

“One man wanted $600,” Lorms 
said, “for furniture that I could 
go out and buy for $90 and get 
a diamond ring thrown in. A cou- 
ple of the calls were legitimate, 
though,” he added. “People of- 
fered to share homes or apart- 
ments, or rent one room and give 
us kitchen privileges.” 

Lorms is rooming at 4404 Lin- 
dell boulevard and his wife and 
two children are living in Colum- 
bus, O. 

Mrs. John Braxtan and her hus- 
band, who recently returned from 
sea duty in the Pacific, are rent- 
ing temporarily at 7715 Shirley 
place. “We were pretty desperate 
at one point,” she said. “We al- 
most bought some worthless furni- 
ture to get an apartment. The 
landlady wanted $1000 ‘for it. 
When my husband offered $300, 
she replied, ‘No, not even for 
$600." ”

‘Scapegoat’ of Him— 
Ends Testimony. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short denied 
today that Army and Navy offi- 
cers were “sleeping off a jac” 
when Japan blasted Pearl Harbor. 
He laid the disaster to “100 per 
cent failure’. by Washington to 
get vital information to Hawaii. 

Short named Gen. George C. 
Marshall, 1941 chief of staff, Lt. 
Gen. L. T. Gerow, war plans chief, 
and Maj. Gen. Sherman Miles, in- 
telligence head, ag the men he had 
chiefly in mind when he testified 
the War Department tried to 
make him the “scapegoat” for 
Pearl Harbor. 


Answering a question by Sena- 
tor Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
the former Army commander in 
Hawaii identified a scapegoat as: 
“Someone they saddled the blame 
on in order to get it off them- 
selves.” 

Short finished his testimony to 
a Senate-House committee inves- 
tigating the Dec. 7, 1941, attack 
on the Pacific base. 

Before his dismissal at the end 
of five days in the witness chair, 
he also expressed belief that, if 
the Hawaiian military forces had 
been on an all-out alert, the at- 
tack might never have been made. 
It was “quite probable,” he said, 
that the Japanese raiding force 
might have learned of the state 
of readiness from spies and 
turned back for fear of heavy 
losses. 

He declared he would have 
pleaded not guilty on every one 
of 11 proposed counts had he been 
brought to trial before a court- 
martial. 

‘Loyal Soldier,’ Says Short. 

There was a ripple of applause 
from spectators as Short left 
after thanking the committee for 
the opportunity to tell his story 
publicly. He said that, as a “loyal 
soldier,” he had been forced to 
keep silent for four war years 
while bearing “the burden of pub- 
lic censure.” 

The committee now has ques- 
tioned all major Army-Navy fig- 
ures connected with the Pearl 
Harbor debacle. 

On Monday it will hear Capt 
Ellis M. Zacharias and former 
Supreme Court Justice Owen J. 
Roberts. Zacharias, a naval in- 
telligence officer, has been quoted 
as saying he predicted both the 
time and place of the Japanese 
attack in a talk with Adm. Hus- 
band E. Kimmel, Pacific fleet 
commander, in March, 1941. 

Roberts headed a presidential 
commission which in 1942 made 
an investigation of the attack and 
concluded there was “dereliction 
of duty” on the part of both 
Short and Kimmel. 

Gets File as to Court-Martial, 

The committee received from 
its counsel a file of War Depart- 
ment memoranda concerned with 
the question whether Gen. Short 
should be court-martialed. 

This disclosed that Maj. Gen. 
Myron C. Cramer, as judge advo- 
cate general, said on Jan. 27, 1942, 
that “it is impossible to predict 
with certainty” the result of a 
trial. In a memorandum to Gen. 
Marshall, Gen, Cramer added: 

“It will be noted that the of- 
fenses charged against Gen. Short 
are offenses of omission or non- 


feasance which require a much 
stronger showing to justify a trial | 
than those involving misfeasance 
or malfeasance. 

“Gen. Short’s nonfeasance or 


omissions were based on an esti- 
mate of the situation which, al- 
though proved faulty by subse- 
quent events, wts, in so far as I 
am able to ascertain from the re- 
port of the (Roberts) commission, 
made or concurred in by all those 
officers in Hawaii best qualified 
to form a sound military opinion.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 26— 
The problems involved in shaping 
up a law for the taxation of in- 
tangible personal property in con- 
formity with requirements of the 
new Constitution, which has been 
a difficult one for the House Tax- 
ation Committee, is rapidly being 
worked out and the committee 
probably will report the bill with- 
in a few days. 

It is expected to increase the 
revenues of the cities, towns, 
counties, road districts and other 
political subdivisions of the state 
by between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 
a vear. The exact amount of the 
increase, of course, will depend 
on the rate of taxation fixed. It 
cannot exceed 8 per cent of the 
yield of the securities. 

While one detail of the bill yet 
to be decided by the committee is 
the tax rate, there are indications 
that the House will be disposed 
to fix the maximum rate, which 
may be reduced by the Senate. 

An 8 per cent rate, according 
to estimates made by the Govern- 
mental Research Institute in St.

The Institute estimates 
under the law to be 
which taxed intangibles as other 
property is taxed — that is, on 
value—the total revenue derived 
is slightly under $2,000,000 a year.

In City Race 


Cleveland and Blewett remained 
tied for first place in the Public 
High School League basketball 
race, following last night’s triple- 
header at the St, Louis U. gym 
in which Cleveland downed Sol- 
dan, 36-26, Blewett routed South- 
west, 40-25, and Roosevelt nosed 
out McKinley, 40-35.

Cleveland got off to a slow start, 
Soldan gaining a lead three times 
before allowing Harold Uthoff to 
score two baskets in succession to 
give.the South Siders a 9-5 margin 
at the end of the first quarter. 

The Carondelet team maintained 
a 19-13 lead at the half and was 
still out in front after three pe- 
riods, 29-21. Ray Meyer, Cleveland 
right forward, gave the scholastic 
fans a real throwing exhibition in 
the third stanza. He had missed 
on the three of his first six foul 
shots, but then connected with the 
next six for a nine total. 

The Rough Riders of Coach

Signing of four more players 
was announced by the Browns yes- 
terday, bringing to - total of 20 
those under contract at the pres- 
ent time. The latest four are 
Pitchers Nelson Potter and Clar- 
ence Iott, Catcher Henry Helf and 
Infielder George Archie. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that Sidney Peterson, 
righthanded pitcher, had been re- 
leased to Toledo, Brownie farm 
of the American Association, and 
also that Johnny Frye, first base- 
man, had notified the club he 
would be unable to play ball this 
season because of the effects of 
a wound he suffered in Army ma- 
neuvers which has resulted in a 
partial paralysis of his legs. 

Potter, sturdy righthander who 
won 15 games and '‘ost 11 last 
season, is 33 years old. Previous 
to becoming a member of the 
Browns he had played with the 
Cardinals, Boston Red Sox and 
Athletics. He was released by 
Boston to Louisville in 1942 and 
drafted by the Browns that year. 

Not Wild Any More. 

Potter didn’t do so well before 
coming to the Browns, his chief 
trouble being wildness. An _ op- 
eration on a knee helped to cor- 
rect his delivery and last season 
he gave but one base on balls to 
each four innings he pitched, and 
fanned 129 batters. 

He had a record of 19 victories 
and seven losses in 1944 and his 
brilliant work contributed greatly 
to the Browns’ pennant that year. 

In 1945, he suffered seven 
straight losses early in the season, 
although pitching well. 

Iott, a lefthander, has been in 
professional baseball since 1938 
and has an even .500. percentage. 
He has averaged 180 strikeouts 
per season and in 1941 fanned 
242 batters and issued 86 bases 
on alls. 

He pitched quite a bit while 
in the Army since 1942, one of 
his efforts being a no-hit contest. 
He is 26 years old, 6 feet, 2 inches 
tall and weighs 200 pounds. 

Archie was obtained by the 
Browns from Washington in 1941, 
playing nine games for the club 
during the closing weeks of the 
season. He went into the Army 
in 1942. He plays first base and 
third base. 

Helf was drafted from the Mil- 
waukee club of the American 
Association in 1943 but was in the 
Navy before playing with the 
Browns. 

Officials of the Browns and the 
Cardinals will attend the sched- 
uled meetings of the major 
leagues to be held in New York 
Friday and Saturday. Sam Brea- 
don, president of the Redbirds, 
will depart for New York Wednes- 
day, accompanied by Manager 
Eddie Dyer. Bill De Witt, gefieral 
manager of the Browns, will also 
go Wednesday, joining President 
Dick Muckerman and Manager 
Luke Sewell in New York.

PENNY’ UTILITY 
GROUP SPRINTS IN 
FIRST ALL-CASH 
STOCK TRADING 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26 :AP)—In- 
dividual stocks, packed by special- 
ties, held to the recovery side in 
today’s market, although many 
leaders finished an irregular week 
with moderate losses. 

New buying incentives were 
lacking but idle cash continued to 
‘provide a prop for numerous fa- 
vorites. Skeptics regarding earn- 
ings and dividends as the result 
of widespread strikes again light- 
ened accounts or stood aloof. Gov- 
ernment seizure of the meat pack- 
ing plants found most stocks in 
this category unperturbed. 

Fastest sprinters on the big 
board throughout the week were 
the so-called “penny” utilities, 
many of which touched peaks for 
the last year or longer. These 
were buoyed mainly by the specu- 
lative urge and the belief break- 
up and portfolio values had been 
enhanced. 

It was the first all-cash week 
for the securities markets, the 100 
per cent margin ruling taking ef- 
fect Monday. In the initial ses- 
sion the list suffered its heaviest 
fall since Dec. 17, but volume 
dwindled. The President’s mes- 
sage to Congress provided little 
inspiration other than to accentu- 
ate inflation psychology which, in 
past months, has provided the 
principal buying incentive. 

Expectations of price boosts for 
steel and other products, together 
with hopes for strike settlements, 
brought modest comebacks Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday. 
Another proposed Schenley split- 
up spurred liquors, although profit 
cashing subsequently stalled this 
group. Trends generally wavered

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Nazism Being Kept Alive 


Named Under Secretary 
Of Navy, He Moves Closer 
To His Mightiest Ambition 


Ultimate Ascent to Cabinet Faces First Hur- 
dle in Senate; Nomination Has Drawn 
Most Fire Since Appointment of Ed Flynn; 
Hannegan Predicts Committee Approval.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. 
has come a long way since he 


knocked around California oil fields ag a bespattered mucker 
and derrick man without a spare nickel on him. 


In the span of less than two decades he has climbed to dizzying 
heights to reach the slippery aerie ight ea official Washington's 


political arena. 


Today, as President Truman’s nominee for Under Secretary of 
Navy, he stands at the threshold of his mightiest ambition—elevation 
to the Navy secretaryship and with it admittance to the Cabinet 
and to the memorable pages'of American history. 


There is, however, one more ob- 
stacle to surmount. His nomina- 
tion as Under Secretary must be 
approved by the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee and confirmed by 
the Senate. This inay prove to be 
Pauley’s toughest hurdle, for not 
since the appointment of Demo- 
cratic Bronx leader Ed Flynn as 
Minister to Australia has a nom- 
ination evoked so much fire in the 
Senate and in the public press. 


The analogy is pointed up by 
the fact that Pauley was a pro- 
tege of Flynn. It was after the 
1940 presidential election, when 
Flynn was still Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
that Pauley was called to that 
glistening little executive office in 
the White House. He had raised 
campaign funds in 11 western 
states with a Midas touch of 
magic, and glancing at the “funny 
little smile” on Flynn's face there 
in the Executive Mansion, he 
guessed what was coming. 


Committee Secretary. 


“Ed.” said Franklin Roosevelt, 
leaning back and beaming, “I 
want you to become receiver for 
the Democratic party.” Pauley be- 
came secretary and later treasurer 
of the National Committee, and al- 
most single-handedly bailed it out 
of the red ink. 

For this and other valuable po- 
litical service, the Democratic 
party owes much to Pauley, just 
as it owed a lot to Flynn. Roose- 
velt sought to pay off his political 
debt to Flynn by naming him to 
the diplomatic post, a position for 
which his party work had hardly 
qualified him. It was whispered 
at the time that “the Chief” didn't 
give a hoot what happened to the 
nomination: he had discharged his 
obligation by sending the name to 
the Senate—and, as it turned out, 
to the wolves. 

A hostile Senate committee 
searched diligently for anything 
in Flynn's experience as a politi- 
cian that could qualify him for 
the important diplomatic plum, 
and could find nothing. In the 
process, it rehashed a few epi- 
sodes in Flynn's career, including 
the hue and cry over Flynn's 
alleged use of local Government 
labor in the laying of wooden 
paving blocks on the Flynn home- 
site. When it became apparent 
that the committee would turn 
thumbs down on the nomination, 
Flynn shrewdly asked Roosevelt 
to withdraw his name. 


Truman Will Stick. 


There is no evidence to indicate 
that President Truman similarly 
tossed Pauley’s name over to the 
Hill with a devil-may-care gesture. 
On the contrary, there is every 
reason to believe that Truman is 
anxious for the nomination to be 
confirmed, and may even go to 
bat for him personally if the go- 
ing gets too rough. Above all, 
Harry Truman is loyal to his 
friends. 
Yriend but, in addition, the Presi- 
dent is completely “sold” on the 
Californian’s ability. It is safe to 
prophesy that the greater the pub- 
lic outcry against the Pauley 
appointment, the greater will be 
Truman’s determination to put it 
through. 

When Roosevelt died suddenly 
last April 12, Pauley, at his sump- 
tuous home in Los Angeles, re- 
ceived an urgent telephone mes- 
sage from the White House to fly 
,to the capital at once. Perhaps 
it was quite natural for the treas- 
urer of the National Committee 


to be present at high party and 
administration councils in a time 
of crisis, but the hasty summon- 
ing reflected more than a routine 
or dutiful association. 


Stacked His Blue Chips. 


With astute political forevision, 
Pauley had stacked his blue chips 
on the man from Missouri long 
before the Democratic nominating 
convention in July, 1944. At the 
convention in Chicago “Big Ed” 
helped swing his own California 
delegation to Truman for Vice 
President, cornered other delegates 
and, shaking an implacable finger 
in their faces, boomed: “You're 
not nominating the next Vice- 
President—you're picking the next 
President of the United States.” 
Harry Truman may not have 
wanted the nomination, but he 
hasn't forgotten Pauley’s efforts. 

Another original Truman boost- 
er, of course, was a St, Louisan, 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan 
of the National Committee, whose 
esteem for Pauley skyrocketed at 
the convention. Hannegan, a 
practical politician himself, ad- 
mired Pauley’s hard-headed talk, 
his table-pounding earnestness 
and his towering confidence that 
he would get what he went after. 
Their affinity has grown so strong 
that “Bob” can. scarcely talk 
about “Big Ed’ now without emo- 
tion. 

Recently, when Pauley’s name 
came up during a casual conversa- 
tion, Hannegan told a visitor that 
in his opinion Ed Pauley was a 
straight-shooting, honest, extraor- 
dinarily able man. The more 
he talked about it, the more fer- 
vent Hannegan became, until at 
length he jumped up from his 
desk, shook his right fist in the 
air for emphasis and cried: “He's 
a man, a real Man, &@ man.” 


Rise to Affluence. 


But the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, which is expected to 
act on Pauley’s nomination in the 
coming week, will want to know 
much more about Pauley. 

Strangely enough, little {1s 
known in the capital about his 
early background, the © skillful 
steps by which he rose to a posi- 
tion of political affluence and 
fabulous wealth, his artistry in 
mixing oil with politics to achieve 
uncanny success. 

What is generally known is that 
Pauley is a rich oil man who was 
sent to Moscow and Tokyo as 
Truman’s representative on repar- 
ations and who, during his party 
and public service, did not lose 
sight of his own oil interests. It 
is his concern with black gold 
that has caused some _ concern 
among Senators and _ the press.

But Nothing Came of It 


Sixty-nine days ago, Mayor Kaufmann ap- 
pointed a Citizens’ Emergency Housing Commit- 
tee. He appointed as its chairman J. Wesley 
McAfee; as members Arthur A. Blumeyer, John 
J. Church, the Rev. Clark Walker Cummings, 
James E. Cook, David R. Calhoun, Russell E. 
Gardner, Mrs. J. W. Goldstein, Roscoe C. Hobbs, 
the Rev. P. J. Holloran, Jack F. Krey, Martin 
Lammert III, Louis Maginn, Arthur Poss, E. J. 
Russell, George C. Smith and Joseph E. Volimar, 

We invite the members of the committee and 
the Mayor and Aldermen to survey their accom- 
plishmenhts to date. 

Sixty-seven days ago, the committee met and 
organized, explored all possible methods of at- 
tacking the housing emergency, and announced 
that a survey would be made to disclose all avail- 
able living space. 

Sixty-two days ago, the Builders’ Guild pro- 
posed to build 600 houses on a non-profit plan, 
but after nearly two months’ discussion, the AFL 
Building and Construction Trades Council re- 
fused to accept residential wage rates, on which 
the plans were predicated, and demanded the 
higher commercial rates. So nothing came of it. 

Sixty-one days ago, Mr. McAfee said zoning 
laws should be relaxed for the duration of the 
emergency to permit the taking in of roomers in 
parts of the city where occupancy of a dwelling 
by more than one family is prohibited. Nothing 
has yet come of it. 

Girard C. Varnum, president of the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce, proposed the or- 
ganization of a privately and publicly financed 
housing corporation to build at least 1000 three- 
room units, but nothing came of it. 

Sixty days ago, Mr. McAfee asked the city 
government whether it could force the renting 
of apartments which owners are keeping va- 
cant as bait for prospective purchasers of apart- 
ment buildings—but nothing came of it. 

Fifty-two days ago, the Housing Committee in- 
spected Jefferson Barracks in the hope of ob- 
taining the use of some of the housing there for 
veterans, but nothing came of it. Mr. McAfee 
suggested trying to get the houses built at the 
Weldon Spring TNT plant, at Wentzville, and the 
98 houses there have been made available to 
veterans. Only 24 have been rented, however, 
because public transportation, though being négo- 
tiated for, is still lacking. 

Fifty-one days ago, the committee announced 


it would try to obtain 400 trailers a month from 


the atomic bomb plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 
Fifty days ago, the committee applied to the 
Federal Government for 200 demountable houses 
and 200 trailers. Forty-nine days ago, the Navy 
Department agreed to release its training sta- 
tion on Ferry street for division into 150 units 
for veterans and their families, but no use has 
been made of the station. 

Forty-five days ago, the committee increased 
its application to the Federal Government to 
2400 houses and trailers. A month later, the 
committee was told the supply had been ex- 
hausted a month before St. Louis’s application 
was filed. On Friday, Mr. McAfee said he again 
had hopes of getting the houses and trailers. 

Forty-three days ago, the committee repeated 
its request for relaxation of zoning restrictions 
against roomers. Thirty-four days ago, a bill 
to do so was introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men, but nothing has yet come of it. 

Sixteen days ago, Aldermen Riehl and Mc- 
Bride introduced a bill to appropriate $5,000,000 
for emergency housing construction, but noth- 
ing came of it. The Housing Committee op- 
posed the bill, saying it would ask for furtds 
only as specific projects were drawn up. 

Fifteen days ago, Comptroller Nolte pro- 
posed an appropriation of $300,000 for emergen- 
cy housing construction under emergency pow- 
ers granted to the Comptroller, and nine days 
ago he was authorized by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to do so. 

The results accomplished after 69 days are 98 
houses actually made available, of which 74 are 
still going begging because, 39 days after they 
were opened to veterans, bus service between 
Wentzville and St. Louis—an elementary neces- 
sity to make the dwellings useful—is still in the 
talk stage. 

During these 69 days, veterans have continued 
to pour back into St. Louis, adding to the thou- 
sands already homeless when the Housing Com- 
mittee was appointed. The number of returning 
veterans has been estimated at 4000 a week. At 
that rate, the Housing Committee and the Mayor 
and Aldermen have found a place to live for 24 
veterans during a period of time in which the 
number of homeless veterans has increased by 
approximately 36,000. 

There has been lots of talk. There have been 
plenty of wheels going round. 

But nothing has come of it.

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Value of the TNEC 


A vast treasure lode of information has been 
opened up but never mined, the Federal Trade 
Commission recalls to Congregs in its 1945 ane 
nual report. The FTC refers to the monu- 
mental Temporary National Economic Commit- 
tee investigation. 

The TNEC, a joint Administration-Congress 
inquiry under Senator O’Mahoney’s chairman- 
ship, was established after the continued depres- 
sion made it clear that the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration’s piecemeal measures were not achieving 
tolerable levels of employment and prosperity. 
A great part of its work is all ready. for con- 
gressional attention. It is so fundamental, and 
it reaches so widely, that we may reasonably 
hope it would enable us to escape the dizzy peri- 
odic swing from crazy boom to sick depression 
and all the Blue Monday intervals between. 

Gov. Dewey found it convenient in the 1944 
campaign to sneer at TNEC as a New Deal af- 
fair which repudiated the old American tradi- 
tion. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
As a study of the committee’s proceedings shows, 
and as its members agreed in a stirring mani- 
festo, their work was moved by faith that our 
system of economic freedom is right, and worth 
preserving at great cost. Only they also recog- 
nized that freedom itself is in peril so long as 
it does not produce widest-spread well-being. 

The threat of war, and later war itself, caused 
the reports to be set aside. And because there 
hgs been all too little action since the war along 
the evolutionary lines they propose, labor lead- 
ers like Walter P. Reuther are ready to call eco- 
nomic freedom a failure and to embark on 
wholesale cartelization instead. 

Nothing could so quickly discredit such coun- 
sel as Congress's close application to TNEC’s 
studies, following by action on them. Nothing, 
conversely, could do the cause of freedom so 
much harm as a postwar depression because 
Congress had left the lesson unfinished and un- 
assimilated.

Two breaks in the labor dispute picture yes- 
terday give rise to hope that others may yield 
to common sense and considerations of public 
welfare. 

After announcing, in a demagogic statement, 
that the CIO packing workers would not go back 
to work, Lewis J. Clark, union president, re- 
versed himself and urged the men to return. 

While delayed longer than was expected, the 
Ford Motor Co. reached a settlement with the 
UAW, providing for an increase of 18 cents an 
hour. Other matters must be settled before a 
contract can be signed, but the main stumbling 
block is now out of the way. The Ford increase 
will help to set a pattern for the General Mo- 
tors, steel and other controversies. 

Unless there are immediate signs of peace in 
General Motors and steel, President Truman 
should be encouraged by the return of the meat- 
packing workers to extend the use of Govern- 
ment seizure. It is just about the only weapon 
he has left to rescue the country from the dis- 
astrous work stoppages before they affect re- 
conversion even more seriously than they al- 
ready have. :

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Back Where He Started 


John L. Lewis, a friendly biographer wrote a 
few years ago, “at 55 turned on his past,” when 
he broke with the AFL and led the CIO unions 
out of the parent organization, Now, nearing 
66, Lewis has turned back to his past by return- 
ing the United Mine Workers with its 500,000 
members to the AFL. So the unpredictable la- 
bor leader has made another of the amazing flip- 
flops that have marked his career, and this time 
has landed right back where he started. 

For a proud and pugnacious character like 
Lewis, surprisingly many bitter words have to 
be eaten and blunt opinions have to be reversed 
to make the flipflop possible. He joins hands 
again with William Green, president of the AFL, 
the same whom Lewis described in 1940 as “silly 
old Bill Green,” a man who “betrayed his union 
and abandoned it.” Chief sponsor in returning 
him to the AFL was William Hutcheson, head 
of the carpenters’ union, with whom Lewis had 
a fist fight at the 1935 convention. Lewis is 
back in the organization to which he once at- 
tributed “a record of 25 years of constant, un- 
broken failure.” And he is reversing his state- 
ment of 1940: 


If I know the temper of the membership. 
of the United Mine Workers, they do not 
propose now or in the future to return to 
the American Federation of Labor and be 
led by a man who betrayed them, 


These examples, and the many more that could 
be cited, add up to demonstrate that Lewis is 
a devotee of expediency, a man so unstable as 
to endanger the labor groups that he seeks to 
lead. A degree of unity may be achieved by his 
reunion with the AFL, as William Green proud- 
ly declares, but the odds are even, or better, that 
Lewis before long will be reaching for the reins 
in the AFL, and bitter battles like those of a 
dozen years ago will be staged again.

This is the story of the life of a St. 
Louisan who lived here many years ago, 
Hiram W. Leffingwell. Although he ac- 
complished many things for the good of 
our community, he is almost unknown to 
St. Louisans of the present time. 


Leffingwell came as a young man to 8t, 
Louis from the East about a hundred years 
ago. His first work was as a clerk in the 
Recorder's Office. He was then a surveyor 
and draftsman. All the while he was get- 
ting interested in two rather different ac- 
tivities, the sale of real estate and politics. 


Soon Leffingwell set up a real estate firm 
called Leffingwell & Elliott, at Second and 
Chestnut streets, and began to develop sub- 
urban subdivisions. His first effort was 
the Stoddard addition, which was platted 
out where Jefferson avenue is now located, 


Leffingwell’s next venture was the open- 
ing up of a large tract which was really 
out in the country. He and others with 
him bought several hundred acres on the 
new Pacific Railroad and got the general 
manager to put a station for the stop- 
ping of trains on the premises. The gen- 
eral manager's name was James P. Kirk- 
wood, so that became the name of the 
subdivision. 


Dream of a “Grand Avenue” 


Leffingwell named his streets for the 
Presidents of the United States that had 
held office up to that time. That is, all 
but two Democrats whose names were 
omitted. The names of two Whig Sena- 
tors, Clay and Webster, were used instead. 
Leffingwell, as you might suppose, was a 
Whig. 

Leffingwell's next dream was the estab- 
lishment of a “grand avenue,” 120 feet 
wide. It was to be out in the county and 
near some property of Mayor Daniel D. 
Page, that Leffingwell (now H. W. Lef- 
fingwell & Co., with other partners) was 
selling. 

The County Court asked him why he 
wanted such a wide street where there 
were no houses. He replied that the only 
way a city can get wide streets is to open 
them before there are any houses there, 
a theory that is still entirely sound. 


But the County Court looked at Leffing- 
well’s plans and figured the cost of his 120- 
foot street and also of an 80-foot street. 
The latter cost $5000 less, and so we now 
have a Grand avenue that is not particu- 
larly grand, but which would have been 
if the court had listened to Leffingwell. 


How He Met Rebuffs 


Leffingwell then began his last and 
greatest effort. Our promoter obtained 
control of some 40 or 50 acres in the west 
part of the vast Lindell tract, along the 
east side of Kingshighway. 

He would get a park established across 
from his subdivision and he would call it 
Central Park, like New York’s Central 
Park, and his lots would be eagerly pur- 
chased, he thought, for high prices just as 
the lots around New York’s Central Park 
were then being purchased. 


To Leffingwell’s surprise, some of the 
other owners within his taxing district did 
not share his optimism, Instead, they sued 
to prevent the establishment of the park 
and got the Supreme Court to hold that 
the assessments were invalid because the 


park was a public benefit for the entire 
county (which then included the city) and 
the cost must be borne by a general bond 
issue, 


This rebuff would have stopped most 
people, but not Leffingwell. He immedi- 
ately got together a group of public-spirited 
citizens to build up sentiment in favor of 
a general bond issue. Leffingwell told his 
group that one of the things wrong with 
his original plan was that it was too small. 
Their new proposal was for a park more 
than three times as large, or 1350 acres, 
The name was changed to Forest Park, 
because by now the name Centnal Park had 
acquired a rather unpopular flavor. 


Opposition From South Side 


The park boosters went into South St. 
Louis to get votes, but were told that the 
people of that area were not interested. 
The South Siders pointed out that if they 
wished to spend a day in the proposed For- 
est Park, and would drive the horse-drawn 
family surrey out there in the morning, 
they would have to start back again imme- 
diately to get home by nightfall. 


Thereupon Leffingwell promised them a 
park of their own if they would vote for 
his. This was to be called South Park, and 
is now Carondelet Park. This experience 
was repeated in the North End, resulting 
in the establishment of North Park, now 
O'Fallon Park, 


Leffingwell found objectors who were 
proof against all his blandishments when 
he went out into the Western part of the 
county to get votes. They not only didn’t 
want his park, they didn’t want any park, 
and couldn't be given a park. Why should 
they want a “forest” park when forests 
were all around them? 


A Park and a Boundary 


Hiram set out again, this time to take 
the City of St. Louis out of the County of 
St. Louis and thereby to get the votes (in 
the new city) necessary to pass the bond 
issue to buy the parks. 


Finally, this was accomplished by a con- 
stitutional provision ir 1875, and Leffing- 
well, after 10 qyears of continuous effort, saw 
his dream of parks for St. Louis come true. 
(And accidentally gave St. Louis an almost 
immovable boundary line.) 


But how did Leffingwell’s subdivision 
prosper on Kingshighway, the subdivision 
because of which the whole park move- 
ment was started and finally completed? 
Park or no park, this “Forest Park sub- 
division,” as it was called, was still too far 
out in the country. The auction held by 
Leffingwell resulted in so few sales that 
the plat, a copy of which is still in exist- 
ence, was never even recorded. 


So our hero went back to his politics 
and spent his last years as a Deputy United 
States Marshal, and had nothing more to 
do with parks or real estate,

Role of Libraries in War 
Discussed ina Symposium 


“Books and Libraries in Wartime,'’’ Edited by Pierce 
Butier. (University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 
What has the impact of war done to the 

country’s books and libraries? This ques 

tion was discussed from various aspects by 
authoritative speakers in a series of eight 
lectures at the Graduate Library School, 

University of Chicago, in the spring of 1944, 

The talks have been collected in this book, 

the fifteenth Walgreen Foundation study. 

The keynote is sounded in the first chap- 
ter by Pierce Butler, editor of the volume 
and professor of bibliographical] history at 
Chicago: War's great loss is in cultural 
and spiritual values, and that loss is abso- 
lute. War does stimulate the making af 
books. But it inevitably causes the destruw@ 
tion of countless irreplaceable volumes, and 
the untimely end of men whose books might 
have enhanced our literary heritage. 

* + oo 

While the war is on, most soldiers read 
more than they did in civilian life. Their 
preferences, says Lt. Col. Ray L. Trautman, 
chief of the Army Library Service, are 
“what you and I have always thought we 
would read if we ever had time.” Soldiers 
got 15,000,000 cloth-bound books, millions of 
magazines and their share of the paper- 
bound, pocket-size Armed Services series, 
issued at the rate of 30,000,000 a year. Pub- 
lic librarians hope the new reading habits 
will persist in civilian life. 

As to wartime books, Joseph A. Brandt, 
director of the University of Chicago Press, 
sees favorable influences in fresh subjects, 
thinner books and increased buying. But, 
he concludes, “the American people must 
want books in the fashion that they want 
automobiles before we can sit back and 
contemplate our intellectual climate with 
pardonable pride.” On the home front, 
Leon Carnovsky, Chicago professor of li- 
brary science, notes a decrease in fiction 
reading and an increase in such fields as 
technics, religion and war experiences, 

. - * 


Other phases are discussed: The task of 
reshuffling Europe's books and replacing 
its ravaged libraries, by Ralph A. Beals, di- 
rector of the University of Chicago Libra- 
ries. The rise of radio and film as new 
rivals of the printed word, by Harold D, 
Laswell of the Library of Congress. War 
reporting and censorship, by Paul Scott 
Mowrer, then of the Chicago Daily News, 

A stimulating final chapter is contributed 
by Archibald MacLeish, then Librarian of 
Congress. Libraries, he says, are not “cul- 
tural luxuries,” as some maintain, but the 
war has taught that they are essential to 
the security of free nations, Librarians 
must make available to all mankind the ree 
corded knowledge of the world. 

Though the fields of library endeavor 
covered by the book are dissimilar, a unity 
of purpose runs through the volume: a 
chaljenge to make libraries the servants of 
all peoples in their striving for peace.

AN the Soviet Union and the western powers work together on an 


For five months, in what amounts to a political laboratory, 


the four powers have been working together in Berlin under the 


Potsdam agreement. 


To find the answer to the question on which the 


peace of the world and the fate of the United Nations Organization 
rests, the Associated Press interviewed every American representative 
on the major directorates and committees working under the Allied 


Control Council. 


There were 18 on the list, rang- 
ing from Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
VU. S. civil affairs administrator 
in occupied Germany, and Ambas- 
sador Robert Murphy, American 
political adviser, to the trained 
technical] men working on such 
matters as agriculture and rail- 
roading. The list included both 
civilians and Army men. 

Although the interviews were 
conducted independently, the re- 
sults fell into a pattern of fairly 
general agreement: 

1. That each committee start- 
ed negotiations in an atmos- 
phere of mutual suspicion and 
formality, with each country’s 
representatives often determin- 
ed not to give an inch. 

2. That this atmosphere lasted 
for some weeks, and progress 
was virtually nil. 

3. That this period gave rise 
to a great many anti-Russian, 
anti-British and anti-everybody 
stories that still are current and 
creating erroneous impressions. 

4. That in the past three 
months this atmosphere has 
given way slowly to one of mu- 
tual confidence, and of willing- 
ness on the part of all the dele- 
gates to reach agreements, 
coupled with increased latitudes 
given them by their govern- 
ments for their negotiations. 

5. That agreement has been 
reached: on “an overwhelming 
majority” of problems, particu- 
larly on lower committee levels. 

6. That there is a general feel- 
ing after five months of trial 
that no problems exist that can- 
not be solved by four-power 
negotiation. 

7. That nobody has had a mo- 
nopoly on making concessions 
and thatthe Russians have 
given in as much as anyone 
else. 

8. That there have been no 
coalitions of the powers, despite 
early Soviet suspicions that the 
three western powers would 
form a bloc. On the contrary, 
it was said, the Americans and 
the Russians have been together 
on various problems more often 
than they have been apart, al- 
though the sides change fre- 
quently. 

French Stand Hinders Work. 
Of two important 
questions on which no common 
ground had been found, the ice 
was broken on one this week. Rus- 

sia, which had refused to discuss 
press and radio, agreed Thursday 
to a four-power inquiry into the 
matter of free interzonal circula- 
tion of newspapers. The issue 
was raised because of a Russian 
bar on circulation within its zone 
of papers publishied in Berlin by 
the American British and French. 

The tourhest obstacle in the 
way of complete co-operation has 
been the French veto of centrali- 
gation of the German administra- 
tion. This has affected virtually 
all departments and made negotia- 
tions difficult. 

Generally speaking, the lower 
level administrative committee 
representatives were more opti- 
mistic of future four-power nego- 
tiations than those on higher po- 
litical levels, although all were 
bullish. 

Part of the caution on the high- 
est levels is caused by disappoint- 
ment over the French position,

It has given rise t6 many 
anti-Russian stories. The farther 
one gets from Berlin the more 
these stories are encountered. 
Stories with only anti-American or 
anti-British twists float around 
the Soviet zone in direct ratio to 
the distance from the capital. 


Here is what J. D. Canding, 
agricultural expert from Palo Alto, 
Calif., said: “We were extremely 
slow in getting going. It looked 
to an outsider like we were talk- 
ing in circles, but that is over. If 
I had to pick out a delegation to 
do business with and get it over 
fast, I would pick the Russian, be- 
cause they work harder at it and 
Speak candidly. They do not brush 
you off, and if they say they will 
do something, they do it.” 


Several committee members re- 
marked that the Russians, when 
holding no strong personal views 
on a subject, usually adopt the 
American view. One said the 
American position is usually mid- 
way between the British and the 
Russian, but “we do not act as 
mediators.” 


French Draw Criticism. 


Almost. every American repre- 
sentative was extremely critical of 
French participation, and not only 
from the view of blocking central- 
ization. They said, the French 
seldom offered constructive sug- 
gestions, and appeared administra- 
tively incapable of supplying vital 
information needed by the lower 
committees, 


There was a clear-cut division 
on the question of whether a 
\single veto-power in the council 
and the subsequent necessity for 
reaching full agreement was a 
good thing. 

One school of thought felt that 
while the veto hampered quick de- 
cisions it forced full agreement on 
every problem and committed each 
member 100 per cent to carry out 
the decision. This group felt that 
if there were a simple majority 
vote, the dissenting member would 


not enter whole-heartedly into car- 


'rying out the decisions. 


The other school felt the veto 
unnecessarily blocked progress, 
that it was inefficient and reflect- 
ed only the nations’ mutual dis- 
trust. This group felt that if the 
French had not been able to block 
the central control plan, there 
would be far fewer differences 
among the other powers, and that 
the Russian zone would be much

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GURDON CARTELS 


Proposals Offered 
Would, at Least, Sub- 
mit Operations to Full 
Publicity. 


By SIGRID ARNE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
Government trade experts are 
looking to the United Nations 
organization to put a curb on car- 
tels. They conteid controls are 
necessary because of the effect 
these _ restrictive § iaternationa) 
agreements have had on the lives 
of ordinary Americans—as well as 
on ordinary citizens in the rest of 
the United Nations. 

They say cartels were partly the 
reason that American housewives 
gave up their aluminum pots dur- 
ing the war, that thousands got 
along with “A” gasoline ration 
cards, that citizens were asked to 
donate their binoculars. 

These experts say proof lies in 
mountainous records compiled by 
the anti-trust division of the De- 
partment of Justice and by three 
senate committees. 

A “cartel” is an agreement he- 
tween large business concerns, in 
different nations, producing the 
Same or similar products. Senate 
investigators and the Department 
of Justice say cartels usually are 
started to prevent large losses 
which occur when competing com- 
panies produce too much for the 
market, and prices drop. 

But, they add, many cartels go 
on to jack up prices, out of pro- 
portion to costs, that they sup- 
press inventions which could mean 
cheaper prices to the consumer, 
but which would mean added ex- 
pense for the companies in new 
equipment; that they divvy up 
world markets, and that some 
American companies ~'rote cartel 
agrerments with the Germans 
which left this country unpro- 
tected in several vital needs when 
the war broke. 

Three Major Arguments. 

American corporations, involved 
in cartels, answer with three ma- 
jor arguments: 

1, They say that unless they had 
joined cartels they would have 
lost world markets, because Brit- 
ish, German, Swedish, Dutch, and 
other foreign business houses were 
dividing up world markets in a 
manner which would have shut 
out Americans. Hence, if cartels 
continue legal in othef nations, 
Americans must be free to join 
them. 

2. That some form of co-opera- 
five regulation is necessary to 
keep both production and prices 
stable. 

3. That through cartels Ameri- 
cans have learned of scientific 
discoveries from cartel partners in 
other nations. 

However, as a result of govern- 
ment investigations, the United 
States Government has written a 
set of trade proposals, part of 
which are aimed at curbing car- 
' tels. They are being circulated to 
the United Nations and some time 
this year two conferences will be 
held to talk them over. 

The argument over cartels is 
old. Back in 1883 Joseph Cham- 
berlain, then in the British Cab- 
inet, was complainixg that Great 
Britain had lost her dve industry 
to Germany because of cartels. 

But it was left to the United 
States Government to produce 
comprehensive records of the man- 
ner in which cartels operate. 

In his book, “Cartels,” Wendell 
Berge, chief of the Department of 
Justice’s anti-trust division, ac- 
cused cartel operations of being 
responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for many of America’s wartime 
shortages — shortages brought 
about, he says, as a result of re- 
strictive territorial agreements, 
price fixing, hoarding of scientific 
and industrial know-hew, etc. 

Hidden Taxes 

He says of cartels: “They will 
find it difficult to operate if the 
agreements upon which they are 
based are open to public scrutiny; 
they are hidden taxes which have 
drained gigantic sums from the 
American. buyer each year,” and 
adds that they are “in essence pri- 
vate governments which threaten 
to subvert, and even engulf,” regu- 
lar governments. 

The American trade proposals 
suggest the following machinery 
which trade experts hope will curb 
cartels: 

1. That the International Trade 
Organization (which would be set 
up as part of the United Nations 
Organization) would hear com- 
plaints from-eithersnations or pri- 
vate business when they feel they 
are hampered by cartel agree- 
ments. 

2. The ITO would then have the 
right to ask a nation for an ex- 
planation of what’s going on, to 
make recommendations to curb 
cartels, and to ask the nation to 
report back on what its govern- 
ment has done about the recom- 
mendations. 

Experts here admit 
gestions salt down to merely 
“right of complaint.” They feel, 
however, that this would move 
cartel operations from the secre- 
cy of the smoke-filled room into 
full publicity, which would tip 
off both governments and con- 
sumers when prices on commodi- 
ties are abnormally high because 
of cartel agreements. 

Experts in. Washington expect 
the trade conferences to g0 
through some of the most heated 
arguments that have developed at 
any United Nations meeting. They 
say that if any nations refuse 
to agree to the proposed controls 
the United States will probably 
favor setting up an ITO with 
whatever nations agree with the 
United States.

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time I'd roughed it in the oil 
fields and never t ied operations 
of my own. Well, my point of 
view changed.” 

When he finally got out of the 
hospital all of his repressed men- 
tl force, his physical energy -nd 
his new dynamic will to try for 
big stakes broke over the totter- 
ing inner dam of caution and un- 
certainty. He borrowed $100,000 
and bought control of an oil re- 
finery, he whipped it into better 
shape, made it profitable, decided 
to expand and financed wild-cat- 
ters in the drilling of new wells. 
Soon he began to wild-cat him- 
self, and before long hit it big 
for the first time on the Bauto 
Ridge Field. “It was low-gravity 
oil (infer.or),” Pauley related, 
“but a hell of a lot of it.” 

As an independent, Pauley 
aligned himself with the other 
wild-catters being fought by the 
major companies, including the 
powerful Standard Oil Co., of Cal- 
ifornia. The majors had their 
own pipelines, and in those days 
there was no common-carrier law 
in the state that would have re- 
quired them to transport the 
petroleum of independents, Pauley 
made the rounds of Los Angeles 
banks, finally borrowed half a 
million from the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank, and built his 
own pipeline. 

A New “David.” 


To protect himself from thé ma- 
jors, Pauley, in his own words, 
made his Petrol Oil Corporation 
“the most completely integrated, 
self-sufficient independent in the 
business.” Petro] had its own pro- 
ducing wells, its own refineries, its 
own pipelines and its own market- 
ing gasoline stations. They thrived 
and the majors awoke to the fact 
that a new “David” had arrived 
on the scene to thwart their con- 
trol, 

In the early 30's, the battle be- 
tween the majors and the inde- 
pendents became bitter and brutal. 
Threats, bribes and violence be- 
came commonplace. The power- 
ful majors, with so much money 
to spend, singled out certain com- 
petitors for the kill, through price- 
cutting and other competitive 
means. Eventually they succeeded 
in getting through the California 
Legislature the so-called Sharkey 
bill, a regulatory measure that 
would have enabled the big oper- 
ators to regulate and control the 
oil industry, Described as a con- 
servation measure, it would have 
sapped the independents by limit- 
ing wild-catting. 
“That was my start in politics,” 
Pauley recalled to the Post-Dis- 
patch, “to protect and advance my 
business operations.” He threw 
himself into the pitched warfare 
with a vengeance. He organized 
the Independent Petroleum Asso- 
ciation to fight the bill, but it 
passed the Legislature and was 
signed by the Governor. Undaunt- 
ed. Pauley’s group appealed to the 
voters in a statewide referendum, 
punctuated by street fights, slug- 
gings and shootings, and beat the 
bill. The independents insisted 
that all the violence was insti- 
gated by the majors. 
“We knew,” Pauley says, “that 
each year we'd have to fight it all 
over again, because the Repub- 
lican Legislature was controlled 
by the big oil operators. We had 
spent about half a million dollars 
defeating the Sharkey measure, 
and we didn’t want to have to 
spend that much every year. It 
was cheaper to get a new Legis- 
lature. So we formed a Legisla- 
tive Committee and in the Roose- 
velt landslide of 1932 elected a 
Democratic Assembly.” 

Remains in Politics. 
The indomitable Pauley was now 
a hero among the independent oil 
men. Pauley remained in poltics, 
raising Democratic funds, but in 
1936 fought Roosevelt over 
National Recovery Act, 


battle between the oil majors and 
independents broke out with re- 
newed force. Within a few years 
the majors again tried to put over 
a pro-ration conservation bill, this 
time called the Atkinson bill, 
Meanwhile State Senator Cul- 
bert Olson, with Pauley’s backing, 
had been elected Governor, The 
independent oil men were confi- 
dent the Governor amd Pauley 
would string along with them in 
the new crisis, and, they now 
state, Pauley did. get in the 
fray against the Dill. But 
“overnight,” they contend, Pauley 
switched to the side of the majors, 
leaving them perplexed and angry. 

All kinds of rumors were whis- 
pered around by the wrathful inde- 
pendents. It was said that at this 
time “Big Ed’ was in financial 
straits, and had obtained a large 
bank loan with the help of one of 
the majors. This Pauley has ve- 
hemently denied. He is equally 
positive that the payment to his 
Petrol Corporation of a million 
and a half dollars by Standard 
Oil for a tract of land on Colinga 
Nose in Fresno county had noth- 
ing to do with his reported 
“switch” on the Atkinson bill. 

Conceding he had swung over 
in support of the Atkinson meas- 
ure, he explained to the Post-Dis- 
patch: “It was a good bill because 
it provided for the selection of 
good administrators.” It passed 
the Legislature, and to the con- 
sternation of the independents was 
signed by Gov. Olson, still po- 
litically aligned with Pauley. 
Wrathful, the independents, stay- 
ing clear of Pauley, again raised 
a fund and once more defeated 
the measure in a statewide refer- 
endum. To many of them even 
today, the name of Pauley is 
anathema, 

Pauley Prospers. 


Meanwhile Pauley prospered. In 
addition to his Petrol Corporation, 
which maintains wells on the dis- 
puted California tideland, he be- 
came president of the Fortuna Pe- 
troleum Corporation and Golconda 
Petroleum Corporation. He be- 
came a founder and director of 
the People’s Bank of California, 
a partner in the John §S. Griffiths 
Building firm that developed 
Lakewood City, and a director of 
the Griffith and Legg Construc- 
tion Company. Gov. Olson named 
him a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, and he helped make its en- 
dowment fund the second largest 
in the country. He also found time

The fact has been recognized by 
the first authoritative study of 
the . strategic meaning of the 
atomic bomb and other new 
weapons, which has now been 
completed by the Operations and 
Plans Division of the War De- 
partment. In view of the depart- 
ment’s ingrained reluctance to 
educate the American people in 
the grim realities of their situa- 
tion in the world, the paper will 
no doubt be withheld from publi- 
cation. Yet the paper’s general 
conclusions, as reported on high 
authority, should be the subject 
of anxious, sleepless consideration 
by every thinking American. The 
main points are as follows; 

First, the primary offensive 
weapon is now in the air, with 
long range rockets substituting 
for aircraft later on. The com- 
position of the ground forces must 
be changed. The main component 
will be airborne troops, to land in 
enemy territory where opposition 
has been beaten down by a 
barrage of atomic explosives.

Second, the speed of modern at-

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First thing you want to 
know, perhaps, is how the leg 
expert arrives at his calcula- 
tions.

To those who 
know her well, Mis#ouri offers opportunities for recreation that are 
almost limitless. Many of these, 
of course, can be found in other 
parts of the country, but at least 
one of them is unique in Missouri 
and the northwestern corner of 
Arkansas. This is the grand sport 
of floating the swift, clear-water 
streams of the Ozarks to fish for 
small-mouth and large-mouth bass, 
wall-eyed pike and the smaller pan 
fishes which furnish plenty of fun 
when taken on a light fly rod. 

The matter is not entirely one 
of catching fish, and I'll admit 
freely that there are other parts 
of the country where more and 
bigger bass can be caught with 
less effort.

S one who used to approach complete spiritual and physical

pacity and techniques of Oriental people for toting loads leave 
me amazed. Nearly everybody in the Orient appears to move 
nearly every sort of commodity by manpower, partly, one sup- 
poses, because manpower is plentiful and partly because there 
are few draft animals and such motor vehicles as remain after 
eight years of war need pushing themselves.

We want to 
discuss the importance of scalp 
pampering. 

Frequent shampoos are not suf- 
ficient to keep the hair glossy, 
manageable and adaptable to 
pretty permanent waves. The 
scalp should be stimulated regu- 
larly through massage and lubri- 
cated with the proper aid. 

A very dry scalp requires a rich 
scalp cream or an oily tonic, used 
sparingly each time but used 
often. The hair is parted every 
inch or so and the aid applied 
directly to the scalp with finger- 
tips or fresh cotton. 


Then for five minutes at least 
the scalp is massaged deeply. One 
should feel the entire coverings 
of the skull move beneath one’s 
fingers.

Mascot of Cutter Campbell Is 
Saltiest Dog That Ever Sailed Seven 
Seas-Wears Five Campaign Ribbons 


and Four Battle 


Stars on Collar.

INBAD, mongrel mascot of the 
G unitea States Coast Guard 

Cutter Campbell, is said by his 
buddies to be the saltiest dog that 
ever sailed the seven seas, 

Aboard the Cutter Campbell, he 
has run up nine years of service 
and an estimated million miles of 
ocean travel. He is credited with 
helping sink a German submarine, 
has stood court-martial and been 
busted back from Chief Dog to 
Dog First Class for being AWOL. 
At the present time he holds the 
dubious distinction of being the 
only member of the Coast Guard 
for whom all Greenland is out of 
bounds. 


Wearing five campaign ribbons 
and four battle stars, Sinbad put 
into the Port of New York the 
other day in a blaze of publicity. 
He was welcomed by the Presi- 
dent of the New York City Coun- 
cil, given a screen test with ac- 
tress Luba Malina by RKO, con- 
descended to hold a press con- 
ference for New York columnists, 
made a personal appearance at a 
theater in Hackensack and rode 
in the parade at a big shindig 
thrown for him in Newark, New 
Jersey. 


Seemingly somewhat bored by 
his week of being lionized, Sinbad 
indicated at lunch the other day 
that he considereg this rushing 
about New York to be something 
of a dog’s life. 

“He’s been dissipating,” ex- 
plained Leonard A. Webb, photo- 
grapher’s mate first class, of 7827 
Murdock Avenue, Webster Groves. 
“Personally, I think he’s a little 
dyspeptic right now.” 


Webb has photographed Sinbad 
in a hundred ports around the 
world and at the present time in 
chaperoning the Campbell’s mas- 
cot around New York, trying to 
keep him out of bars and out of 
trouble. 


After Sinbad had sniffed at and 
disdainfully turned down a reduc- 
ing cracker, he curled up and went 
snoringly asleep on one of the red 
leather chairs in the restaurant 
where we were lunching. 


“Don’t mind him, ma’am,” apol- 
ogized Chief Specialist George F. 
Foley, Jr., chief of the Coast 
Guard Press Division in New 
York. “He doesn’t know how to 
act around women.” 


So while Sinbad caught up on 
the sleep he had missed the night 
before, Webb and Foley related 
some of Sinbad’s most daring ex- 
ploits during His nine years of 
service with the Campbell and 
pointed out particular chapters of 
interest in a book, entitled “Sin- 
bad, of the Coast Guard,” written 
by Foley and just published by 
Dodd, Mead & Company. This 


book tells the true story of the 
adventures of Sinbad from the day 
he boarded the Campbell back in 
1937 up to the heroic action by 
the cutter against the Nazi wolf 
pack when six U-boats were sent 
to the bottom. 

It was Sinbad’s part in this bat- 
tle that got him promoted to a 
chief petty officer's rating, and 
it was the ensuing publicity that 
caused him to go AWOL the next 
time the Campbell docked at a 
United States port. He had to 
have a little fun, Webb and Foley 
pointed out. After all you can’t 
expect a sailor dog to spend his 
whole time in port just sitting up 
on his hind legs posing for photo- 
graphers. 


Reputedly a misogynist, Sinbad 
is said to have acquired his dis- 
like of women through an inci- 
dent that happened the very night 
he joined the crew of the Camp- 
bell. A boatswain’s mate, first 
class, had acquired Sinbad as a 
gift to a girl friend, but the girl 
friend spurned Sinbad with the 
lame explanation that she could 
not keep him in her apartment. 
Little as he was, Sinbad has never 
recovered from the scar that left 
on his little puppy heart and to 
this day, although icily polite to 
women, he makes it very clear 
that he’s a man’s dog. 

Although Sinbad was turned 
down by the girl friend, the boat- 
swain’s mate, whose name was 
Blackie, could not bear to part 
with the little fellow. So he zip- 
pered him up in a liberty bag 
and smuggled him aboard the 
Campbell. The men of the Camp- 
bell attempted to keep secret the 
fact that there was a dog aboard 
the cutter, but the next day at 
muster on the quarterdeck, Sinbad 
introduced himself to the Skipper. 


“Roll call had ended when Sin- 
bad arrived on the scene,” accord- 
ing to Sinbad’s biography. ‘The 
captain was readying for his talk, 
But Sinbad didn’t know this. How 
could he be expected to? It was 
his first day at sea. He only knew 
that he was lonesome, so he 
walked out slowly, looking for his 
friends in the lines. Right out 
into the middle of the deck he 
went—in front of the captain—and 
started down the center of the di- 
visions, wagging his tail and 
searching for the familiar faces. 

“The chief gasped. Blackie stif- 
fened when, he saw Sinbad, All 
the crew stiffened slightly, too, 
waiting for something to happen. 
It did. 

“*Who'’s responsible for this?’ 
boomed the captain. 

“Without hesitating an instant, 
the chief,. red-faced but deter- 
mined, stepped forward. 

“*Excuse me, sir. That is Sin-

The fact 
that the captain, a commander in 
the Coast Guard with three gold 
stripes on his sleeves, was an old 
line officer and captain of the 
queen of the Coast Guard’s cutter 
fleet meant nothing to Sinbad. 
Without waiting for orders, he 
broke ranks and planted himself 
squarely in front of the “Old Man,” 
barking and wagging his tail furi- 
ously.

“Old Man” fooled them. 

“All right, Sinbad, you're our 
mascot,” he sighed, as his face 
relaxed into a broad grin. “You've 
just about broken up the muster, 
so we'll let the men go. Let’s hope 
you enjoy your stay aboard.” 

In the spring of 1940, the white- 
hulled Campbell steamed north to 
the Arctic and Sinbad as usual 
was aboard. Denmark had fallen 
to the Germans leaving Greenland 
without a sovereign. The Camp- 
bell was sent up to see that the 
Nazis did not use the snow and

Sinbad seemed to enjoy Green- 
land and was made a member of 
the “Society of Polar Explorers.” 
All was going well until he devel- 
oped an unfortunate penchant for 
chasing the Greenlanders’ sheep. 
Finally, the Danish representa- 
tive in Greenland sent a forceful 
and very formal note to the skip- 
per of the Campbell and that night 
this notice was posted on the cut- 
ter’s bulletin board: 

“To All Hand: : 


“Since Sinbad has been guilty 
of conduct unbecoming of a mem- 
ber of the Campbell crew, he will 
be restricted and deprived of any 
liberty while the ship is in Green- 
land waters. The officer of the 
deck is charged with the respon- 
sibility of enforcing this restric- 
tion—but everyone will make sure 
Sinbad does not go ashore with 
him. Riot and possible diplomatic 
repercussions might result. 

“Signed: 

“R. E. FAIRBANKS, Lieut Comdr. 
“Executive Officer, Campbell.” 
And to this day the whole of 

Greenland remains out of bounds 

to Sinbad. 

Although Boston and New York 
will always be Sinbad’s favorite 
ports, his foreign choice is the 
Irish city of Belfast. Whenever 
the Campbell hit port, the Belfast 
Telegraph, the leading evening 
newspaper, always ran a story an- 
nouncing Sinbad’s arrival and all 
rules were relaxed to allow Sinbad 


to attend movies and ride on the 
city’s busses. 

It was in Belfast, too, that Sin- 
bad had one of his numerous and 
famous dog fights. Attacked bY 
two low-life canine hoodlums, each 
larger than he, Sinbad battled for 
his life while the crew of the 
Campbell looked on. He does not 
wear the purple heart for this 
battle, although his throat was 
pretty badly ripped, because, 
strictly speaking, this attack by 
two Irish dogs could not be con- 
sidered enemy action in a military 
sense of the word. 

When the Campbell was at- 
tacked by a Nazi submarine pack 
in. mid-Atlantic, the story did not 
break in the VU, S. papers until 
several weeks after the ship 
docked. The captain of the ship 
remembering Sinbad’s spunk dur- 
ing some pretty dark and dan- 
gerous hours told newspapermen 
all about Sinbad and the next 
day New York papers carried 
stories telling of his bravery. 

It was right after this that Sin- 
bad was promoted. Carried on 
the muster roll sent in each 
month to headquarters as Dog, 
First Class, Sinbad at last was 
to be advanced to Chief Petty 
Officer. The letter for the cap- 
tain’s signature read: 

“From: Commanding Officer, 
Campbell. 

“To: Commandant, 

“Via: District Coast Guard Of- 
ficer, 

“Subject: Sinbad, Dog, First 
Class, recommendation for ad- 
vancement to Chief Petty Officer. 

“Reference: (a) Personnel Bul- 
letin No. 10-42. 

“1. It is recommended that sub- 
ject dog be advanced in rating to 
that of Chief Dog. Subject dog 
is in all respects deemed qualified 
for advancement to the chief pet- 
ty officer grade. 

“2. Sinbad has completed six 


years’ service in the United States 
Coast Guard, of which all the 
time has been spent at sea, aboard 
this vessel. During this time, Sin- 
bad has shown exceptional abil- 
ity, in his capacity as ship’s mas- 
cot. He has @ontributed greatly 
to the ship’s morale, and has been 
a source of great inspiration to 
the men at all times. During the 
recent action against the subma- 
rine wolf packs, Simbad conducted 
himself with great heroism which 
reflected credit upon the Camp- 
bell and the Coast Guard. He is 
considered competent to carry on 
any work any mascot can be ex-

Salty old Sinbad has 
great deal of the world. He was 
a guest at a Sultan’s palace in 
Casablanca, and was kidnaped in 
Guantanamo, on the _ southern 
coast of Cuba. Although the crew 
of the Campbell do their best to 
protect Sinbad’s reputation, word 
has leaked out that Sinbad has 
been known to go on more than 
an occasional bender—especially 
when carried away by the excite- 
ment of exploring a foreign port. 


There is also a fairly well au- 
thenticated rumor’ that Sinbad 
was once found in a certain posi- 
tion, ordinarily assumed when 
sleeping, in a gutter on 192d 
street, but the crew of the Camp- 
bell say that it may have been a 
temporary blackout induced by 
something he ate. 

Sinbad, mostly black with a 
brown spot here and there, dis- 
likes officers as much as he does 
women. But he never forgets a 
sailor. Not long ago when the 
Campbell was out in the Pacific, 
Sinbad spotted a former member 
of the Campbell’s crew on Saipan. 
The sailor didn’t recognize Sinbad, 
who had grown a little older, but 
Sinbad knew the sailor and prac- 
tically ate him to pieces from joy.

Around his collar Sinbad wears 
the campaign ribbons of the Eu- 
ropean, Asiatic and American the- 
aters of war, the Pre-Pear] Harbor 
and Good Conduct ribbons. He 
has two battle stars on his ETO 
ribbon, a star on his Pre-Pearl 
Harbor ribbon and another on 
his Good Conduct ribbon. He has 
85 points to his credit and is 
carried on the ship’s records as 
being without dependents. Recent- 
ly returned from Japan, he will 
also be entitled to wear the Jap 
Occupation ribbon. 


Sometime next month Sinbad 
expects to be in St. Louis as one 
of the stops on his personal ap- 
pearance tour of the United States. 
He will also paw-tograph copies 
of his biography, “Sinbad of the 
Coast Guard,” and, according to 
Webb, probably make a round of 
the St. Louis breweries. 


“Too bad you couldn’t have 
known him when he was a nice 
young guy before he went hay- 
wire in his old age,” Webb said 
teasingly as Sinbad indicated that 
he thought our lunch had taken 
long enough. “He really ought 
to settle down to a shore billet, 
but he never will.”

Music in the 
Schools

USIC as art has suffered to 
M com extent in the United 

States from a persistence of 
the pioneer tradition. Men who 
had to battle with nature—and 
the more predatory members of 
their own kind—to secure their 
existence, naturally left all the re- 
finements of life, including the 
cultivation of the arts, to their 
women. For that reason music, 
by association, had a certain over- 
ruling feminine connotation in our 
earlier history. 

Fortunately that day is passing. 
One still encounters certain vesti- 
gial remains of that rugged atti- 
tude but it is now possible for a 
boy to take piano lessons without 
being persecuted by the drug 
store gang and business men g0 
to symphony concerts (not on Fri- 
day afternoons of course) without 
covering their faces. 
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IN MOST OF OUR educationa! 
institutions, music is an accepted 
part of the curriculum. From the 
viewpoint of one who believes 
that music should be incorporated 
into the general culture mere ac- 
ceptance is not nearly enough. 
But the groundwork is laid and 
all that will be needed from now 
on is an extension and improve- 
ment of existing practices, accom- 
panied perhaps by a slight shift 
of viewpoint on the part of those 
who determine educational pol- 
igés. 

The proposal that music should 
be a required subject from the 
kindergarten up to and including 
the final year of college might en- 
counter the objection that musical 
aptitude is quite special, like sur- 
gery. Such a view, at least, is 
implicit in the attitude of many 
educated persons. 

This may be true so far as mast- 
ery of an instrument, such as the 
violin, is concerned but there is 
nothing to show that an ability to 
read musical] notation could not be 
made almost universal. 


Helen Graves, the musica] con- 
sultant for the elementary public 
schools of St. Louis and the Har- 
ris Teacher’s College, is an expert 
on this point. From her long ex- 
perience with children, she is cer- 
tain that as many children of any 
given number can be taught to 
read music as are taught to read 
books. All children do not learn 
easily to read books, as recent dis- 
closures have shown. The special 
difficulties in teaching musica! lit- 
eracy, however, appear to be no 
greater than in any other genera! 
subject. 
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THE COURSE OF STUDY pre- 
scribe@ for the St. Louis grade 
schoola is designed to promote 
both music 


devoted to it—116 minutes a week 

the methods of teaching are 
such as to insure as high a de- 
gree of literacy as is possible, is 
a question for an expert in ped- 
agogy. The Board of Education 
dcgs not prescribe a standard test 
to determine proficiency and ‘the 
matter is left, therefore, to the 
discretion of the class teacher and 
the principal. 


Under such a system results are 
bound to vary considerably since 
the teachers themselves are not 
negessarily musicians, but take 
music as part of their general 
training at thé Teacher’s College. 
In some cases the -results have 
ween described as inspiring if not 
spectacular. This refers particular- 
ly to some of the choruses. And in 
all cases, no doubt, some sort of 
seed is sown which may flourish 
in later life if circumstances are 
propitious. For the program of 
instruction applies to all grades 
and takes the pupil from a begin- 
ning in simple unison singing and 
rhythmic games up through a 
study of notation extending over 
four years, part singing, critical 
analysis and the simpler aspects 
of harmony. 

In seven of the twelve city high 
schools music is elective. In the 
other five, including the _ three 
Negro schools, chora] work is re- 
quired for one year. The greater 
part of high school musical activity 
is therefore of an applied sort. 
Each institution has its instru- 
mental and choral ensembles, 
some of them four or five. About 
15 per cent of the student bodies, 
therefore, continue to learn music 
in the best possible way, through 
participation, and they are given 
appropriate credits for such work 
as they do. 


* * 


THE INSTRUCTOR'S TASK is 
naturally much more grateful 
when he is dealing with students 
who come to him because of an 
active preference. Nevertheless 
some 85 per cent do no musical 
work at all for at least three of 
their high school years. If the 
desired goal were a minimum 
musical literacy for all, plus 
available apportunities for the 
others’who were interested in ex- 
tending their knowledge and skill, 
a certain amount of basic work 
would be sequired of all. To the 
outsider it also seems that the 
musjc program in ‘the grade 
achools would be better executed 
and with more uniform results if 
music instruction were delegated 
to specialists. 

All of which, as I have already 
suggested, is predicated upon the 
belief that music should be an 
active part of the general culture 
and should have an equa! standing 
in all educational systems with 
every other major subject. Av 
thorities may not be prepared to 
accept this at the moment or may 
not consider its implementation 
possible. But the trend, I am sure, 
is in that direction.

HIS is the story of a couple of Chicago guys who were 
T consiserin themselves failures as of Dec. 24, 1939, and then, 
the very next day, Christmas day, were brought together 
by the sum of $3.98 and the irresistible call of obvious affinity.

BOB EVANS AND JERRY But let’s get back to the 
O'LEARY ... THE MASTER beginnings of the story. 
AND THE DUMMY. Bob, as he told your re- 
porter, was a night club entertainer at the time that he was also 
being a failure. “I was playing Chicago’s most upholstered sewers, 
one after the other, but was feeling very nondescript financially 
and—uh—artistically, What was there in it for me? Then I 
stopped in front of the window in this particular Chicago store 
where Jerry was.”

“HE WAS AN EXPENSIVELY-PRICED sort of a slug, but 
all the same, he was a failure too,” said Evans. “Nobody would 
buy him at $28. I figured us failures belonged together. I wanted 
to buy him, but I couldn’t afford him. Then it began to draw 
close to Christmas, and the store decided that maybe they were 
asking too much for him at that. They marked him down to $18. 
Came that day before Christmas. The price said $3.98. That was 
for me. We gave ourselves a gift of each other.”

HOW DID BOB KNOW that, eventually, he and Jerry were 
to become a team that may already be the best in the business, 
not even excepting that of Edgar Bergen and Charlie McCarthy, 
the team of Evans's original inspiration? The answer is that Bob 
didn’t know. Bob. not only was no ventriloquist as yet, he had 
also not even known he wanted to be one. “All I knew, and it 
was a real feeling, nothing phony about it, was that Jerry and I 
were meant for each other. Then I knew, the same way, that we 
were going to be a talkie team.” Bob, until the two were “ready,” 
supported them both by hiring himself out to some more “uphol- 
stered sewers,” taking a band through Nebraska and Texas, and 
so forth. “It was in Texas one evening, with Jerry on my knee 
and the lingo going back and forth so fast, I blew a line, and 
Jerry askell, ‘Who's the dummy?’ that I said, ‘The kid’s ready.’

DURING THE WAR YEARS, while on tour, Bob checked 
in at Philadelphia and, as part of the day’s business, registered 
with the local draft board. The next day, they called him from 
the draft board. “I hear you are playing a turn with a guy 
named O'Leary,” they told him, “he'll have to come in too to 
register.” “Are you kidding?” Bob said, “Jerry’s a dummy.” 
“That cuts no said the draft board, “the Army 
can wise him up like anybody else.”

JERRY AFFECTS A VERY TOUGH manner. Bob touches 
his sleeve placatingly. “Take your hand offa my wardrobe,”

Creation of Hybrids, Best 
Flowers in Annual Show 


EHIND the panorama of rich hues and 
varied forms on view at Missouri Botan- 
ical Garden's annual orchid show, now 

open in orchid alcoves, are years of botanical 
study and painstaking hand work. Among the 
thousands of flowers on display most striking 
are the lovely, flamboyant hybrids. They 
have been created under cultivation by arti- 
ficial means, are far superior in color, size and 
variety to those found in the wild state. 

Orchids are bi-sexual, one flower producing 
both pollen and seeds. In hybridization, they 
are hand-pollinated. Pollen is interchanged 
artificially, with instruments, between two par- 
ents carefully selected for characteristics de- 
sired in offspring. Seeds that result produce 
new, usually more beautiful varieties. 

In nature, the pollination is done by insects. 
Instead of a iain of stamens, orchid flowers 
of most species have a single central column 
with a pollen cap at its tip, stigma on under- 
side behind cap. Insect alights on lower petal, 
or labellum, crawls under column to nectar 
cup, and then, after sucking nectar, in backing 
out, loosens pollen cap. Pollen masses fall on 
insect’s back, stick there to be deposited on 
stigma of next flower as insect crawls inside 
under column for more nectar.

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STRIKE is not a payless vacation for workers 
involved.

LLIED efforts to solve Korea's acute economic problems have 
been seriously complicated by upsurges of “independence now” 
agitation. Unrest has chiefly taken form of demonstrations, 
punctuated with some violence, against Big Three Moscow agreement 
to establish five-year trusteeship over country before granting com- 
plete independence. A huge demonstration of this kind is pictured. 
Koreans, said to represent all of country’s 54 political parties, parade 
through streets of Seoul, Korea’s capital and headquarters of Amer- 
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ican occupation zone, in mass protest against trustee plan. An 
estimated 650,000 persons took part in the demonstration. 

Americans have had a policy of not interfering with demonstra- 
tions, but in several instances rioting, in which some Koreans were 
killed, has followed efforts of civilian police to break up crowds. 
Seeking to end violence, American military governor last week or- 


dered disbanding of all unofficial ‘armies’ in Korea. Included were 
Korean Boy Scouts, not affiliated with international Scout organiza-

tion, but reported to be factional mercenaries 13 to 29 years of age. 

Observers attribute Korean fear of trusteeship plan to fact Japs 
called their oppressive 35-year control a ‘‘trusteeship.”

The 
exhibit was intended to demonstrate to housing 
authorities elsewhere how this temporary hous- 
ing can help meet needs of their communities.

FPHA would try to speed acquisition of 
barracks buildings by city. 

Under recently passed legislation FPHA is 
authorized to spend $191,900,000 to tear down 
emergency housing, re-erect it where needed. 
This money is estimated to make possible provi- 
sion of 100,000 temporary units. More than a 
fourth of that number have already been as- 
signed to co-operating municipal, State or other 
public housing authorities, or to colleges. Recip- 
ients must make dwellings available for 
homeless veterans on a non-profit basis. 

Federal Government will pay for dismantling, 
transportation and re-erection. Recipient public 
housing authorities or colleges must provide sites, 
necessary utilities, pay for any remodeling. 
When time comes to tear down emergency struc- 
tures, local authority must stand that expense. 

Applications for such housing must show ex- 
tent of need for veterans’ housing, and measures 
taken locally to meet need. Assurance must be 
given that reasonable provision is being made 
for distressed veterans of racial minority groups. 
Assignments will be on a quota basis. 

The program is made possible by the ‘panel- 
izing’ technique for dismantling, easy transpor- 
tation, and reassembly of emergency structures. 
The process will also substantially cut ultimate 
cost of removing the temporary housing, as
